Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative called the Examiner to discuss: (1) newly 
proposed claim 15; and the support for "Bn" in the specification. In regard to claim 15, Mr. Herink stated that proposed 
claim 15 in the After-final amendment of January 12, 2006 was directed to a product and not a process as stated in the 
Advisory Action of February 3. 2006. In response, the Examiner stated that the comment, 'The amendment raises new 
issues because the process claims, if rejoined" was referring to the withdrawn methods of use claims (claims 2-14) and 
not proposed claim 15. Mr. Herink stated that process claims 2-14 would probably be cancelled. Mr. Herink stated that 
support for "Bn" representing "benzyl" was found in Figure 20, the conversion of 7.36 to 7.37 which is disclosed in 
detail on page 77. The Examiner stated that that was only one instance and wanted more time to look over the 
specification to possibly find further support for "Bn" representing benzyl. 

On Wednesday, May 3, 2006 @9:55am. the Examiner called Mr. Herink to state that support was also found for "Bn" 
representing "benzyl" in the conversion of KPE00001048 (structure found on page 15) to KPE00001044 (structure 
found on page 14). The process steps are found on page 65 and in Figure 18. Benzyl bromide is used to replace the 
OH groups in KPE00001048 with -OBn groups on the ring in KPE00001044. Also discussed was the canceling of 
process claims 2-14 and an amendment to the specification by adding the variable definitions found in originally 
claimed claim 1 to the instant specification after the general structure found at the bottom of page 8. The Examiner 
indicated that if Applicants submit another after-final amendment with these discussed changes, the application would 
appear in condition for allowance. However. Mr. Herink was informed that the Examiner reserves the right to indicate 
allowability until such claims are presented and amply considered. SQP 
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
